New National Bank 
To Build Soon 



Plans Arc Under Way for 
Structure in Narberth 

Prioress '" being made in the 
organization <>f the new Xarhcrth 
National Bank and plans will soon 
be out for the bank building, which 
will be two stories high, the first 
llnor being occupied by the new 
bank and the second lloor will 
have offices, which will be rented. 
The location at the coiner of lla\- 
erford avenue and I'.ssex avenue, 
is an ideal one on account ot its 
nearness to the business center ot 
Xarberth. as well as its accessibil- 
ity for the people coining and gn- 
ing on the trains. 

A great many favorable com- 
ments have been beard about the 
formation of thi-~ new bank, which 
will be a Xarberth institution in 
everv sense of the word, as the 
mai(')ritv of the stock will be held 
hv Xarberth people and nearly all 
of the directors will be from Xar- 
berth. 

This national hank will be di- 
rect lv under the supervision ot the 
United States Bank Examiners. 
As it will he a member of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System, it will also 
be subject to its rules and regula- 
tions, and will have connections 
with a Philadelphia bank so that 
deposits can be made in a central 
location in Philadelphia for ac- 
counts carried in the Xarberth Na- 
tional Bank. It is also planned to 
give the best banking service pos- 
sible, and will be a real help to 
the community. 

The time limit for receiving sub- 
scriptions for the stock of the new 
bank has been placed as Septem- 
ber 30. and as there will be an 
over-subscription, it is important 
that anyone wishing stock advise 
one of the members of the organ- 
ization committee, so that their re- 
quirements can be noted before 
closing the subscription list.

L M. OPENS SEASON 



In Second Regional Conference. 

Miss Gertrude Ely's home at 
l'.ryn Mawr was again the attrac- 
tive scene of the second regional 
conference of the National League 
of Women Voters on Thursday of 
last week. Miss Ely is director 
of the second region, which in- 
cludes the States of New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania. Dela- 
ware and Maryland, and last June 
she entertained the representatives 
of these five States in the same de- 
lightful manner. 

Owing to Miss Ely's attendance 
at the League of Nations in Gen- 
eva. Mrs. Charles Tiffany, of New 
York, Miss Ely's sister, substitu- 
ted as hostesses and in welcoming 
the guests at "Wyndhani," read a 
cablegram from Miss Ely which 
announced that the future of the 
League of Nations is assured. It 
was" an all-day meeting, the 125 
women presented being entertained 
at luncheon between the business 
sessions. 

Mrs. John O. Miller, president 
of the Pennsylvania League, pre- 
sided at the morning session, 
which was given over to the dis- 
cusion of increasing membership 
in the league and to the "get-out- 
the-vote" campaign. Five States 
were represented in these discus- 
sions. Mrs. C. P. Fowler, of Nar- 
berth, told of the picturesque car- 
avan which is to tour Pennsyl- 
vania starting from Independence 
Square October 1. The Delaware 
League is to conduct a similar 
highway tour during October. 
Mrs. Tiffany, of the New York 
City League, described the ingen- 
ious methods of her wide-awake 
committee to promote registration 
and get out the vote by appeal to 
voters by means of radio, moving 
pictures, megaphones, covers on 
milk bottles, slips in dry-goods, 
etc. 

In the afternoon. Miss Julia 
Lathron. vice pre«iden* of the Na- 
tional League, made a stirring 
plea for the ratification of the 
child labor amendment, and Miss 
Ruth Morgan, third vice president 
. of the National League, discussed 
the World' Court. 

The conference, before adjourn- 
ing, sent to Miss Ely a cablegram 
of good wishes and congratula- 
tions upon her approaching birth- 
day. 



WITH BERWYN AT ARDMORE 
TOMORROW 

Lower Merion I ligh opens- its 
football season at Ardmore Satur- 
day afternoon with Berwyn High 
and all indicaiions point for a record 
turnout of rooters. The game will 
start at 2.30 o'clock. 

The Maroon and White students 
expect to find little difficulty in over- 
coming their first opponent as Ber- 
wvn was beaten 71-0 last year, but 
the game will provide the first real 
test for the new eleven Coach 
Forstburg has built up for this sea- 
son, and the L. M. rooters are 
anxious to see how this new eleven 
compares with the championship ag- 
gregation of last year. Main in- 
terest will center in the men that the 
Ardmore mentor has selected to fill 
the holes created at right and left 
end and in the backtield by the 
graduation of Peterson, Folwell. 
Scull and Pop Fleming. 

Coach Forstburg. following his 
usual practice, refused to give out 
the names of the men he will use 
until just before the game. The 
above line-up, however, will prob- 
ably be the one which he will send in 
to start the tilt with Berwyn. 

In this aggregation. Fort. 
Schwartz. Kurtz, Faulk and Mowry 
are all new men. The lettermen are 
Kuen, Paul Scull, Captain Frank 
I eabody and Morris. 

Two of the returning lettermen, 
Dilworth and Lock wood, will be out 
of the first game. Dilworth is re- 
cuperating from a minor operation 
on his foot and Lockwood is on the 
disabled list with an injured 
shoulder. A third letterman, Al 
( kliorne. is back in school, but will 
probably be kept out of action for 
the first few games through scholas- 
tic ineligibility. Two more lettef- 
men, Hill, the flashy colored end. 
and Costello, were scheduled to get 
back, but both will be among the 
missing. Costello has left school 
and Hill has tranf erred to Radnor 
High. 

Tickets for the football games 
were placed on sale at the school 
Monday and on Tuesday cheer- 
leaders were chosen. Louis Mc- 
Makin. Gould and Charles Meckc 
were picked to lead the yelling. 

Tickets, which are being dis- 
tributed in two liatches, are being 
sold by the Athletic Association. 
One batch, a $2 combination ticket, 
admits the purchaser to all football, 
baseball and basketball games and 
to all track meets. The other series, 
sold at Si , admits only to football 
games or to baseball or any of the 
other sports that the purchaser may 
elect. The gate admission to the 
football games will be the usual 25 
cents. 

Printed schedules of the grid 
games were distributed among the 
students this week. Ten games in 
all are listed. Six of these are home 
games, four are away. 

Contrary to last year's practice 
the majority of the games this year 
will be played on Saturday. Only 
two contests, both away from home 
scraps, will be played on Friday. 
The Saturday games will all start at 
2.30 P. M.

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Street Loan Group 
Out After Votes 



jSeighborhood Chairmen to 
Push Campaign 



A citizens' meeting in favor of 
the Street Bond Issue was held last 
Friday evening and at that time the 
Xarberth Street Improvement As- 
sociation was formed in order to 
provide a non-partisan organization 
by means of which this issue could 
be brought to the attention of all 
the voters. The Association hopes 
to appoint neighborhood chairmen 
throughout the borough so that by 
means of them complete informa- 
tion can be easily provided to every- 
one who is interested. The com- 
plete list of neighborhood chain «■ i 
will be published soon. 

At Friday's meeting one of the 
citizens present brought forth a 
strong argument in favor of the 
project. I le said : 

"If large signs reading. 'This 
street will be paved next year' 
should be erected now along Mont- 
gomery avenue at the end of each 
unpaved Narberth street, there 
would be rejoicing along the en- 
tire Main Line, and the number of 
congratulations which would reach 
Xarberth voters from the outside 
would be sufficient to determine an 
overwhelming victory for the 
Street Bond Issue at the Novem- 
ber election. That may seem like 
a strong statement but it is well in- 
side the range of probabilities. The 
only impression that many Main 
Line residents get of Xarberth is 
the unsightly appearance of those 
unpaved streets which are daily 
seen by thousands who pass up and 
down Montgomery pike. 

"There is no community on the 
Main Line where the average ap- 
pearance of the individual door- 
yards is better and where the in- 
dividual residents have spent more 
time and thought and money to 
beautify their immediate surround- 
ings. There are many communi- 
ties, in various parts of the country, 
where large sums of money have 
been spent in a vain endeavor to 
educate the people to beautify their 
grounds. This is already an accom- 
plished fact in Narberth, but there 
is a sharp contrast here between 
the attractive private properties and 
the utterly neglected, unpaved pub- 
lic streets. 

"There are certainly a large ma- 
jority of Narberth people who are 
keenly interested in the fair appear- 
ance and good name of their com- 
munity. If all of them will go to 
the polls on November 4 and vote 
'Yes' for the Street Bond Issue, this 
blemish on Narberth's' appearance 
will be removed for good and all. 
The Bond Issue will provide for 
the permanent ' improvement of all 
the remaining unpaved and built-up 
streets in the borough. It will in- 
crease the value of all property in 
the borough because it will make 
Narberth more generally desirable 
as a pl ace of residence." 

Speaks at Norristown.

Belmont Track is 
Sold for Building 

$300,000 Realised on Old 
Race Course 



The Belmont Driving Club prop- 
erty on Meeting House lane, will be 
sold for $300,000 to a real estate 
dealer and the club disbanded. 

This decision was reached after 
a lively meeting of stockholders 
Saturday afternoon in the office of 
Ferdinand D. Fleming, president of 
the organization, No. 1516 Chestnut 
street. The vote stood 590 shares 
for the sale, 205 against. This 
done, the yXo shares of (ieorge 
M. Moore were voted "aye," mak- 
ing the total vote for the sale 1570. 

Mr. Moore's stock was not voted 
until the minority stockholders had 
decided which way the controversy 
should go, according to a previous 
agreement. Mr. Moore had ar- 
ranged to vote with the winning fac- 
tion. 

The question of selling the club 
had been debated for a long time. 
Mr. Fleming led the faction that 
wanted the club to continue, while 
Joshua Evans, former president, led 
the stockholders who wanted to dis- 
pose of the 75-acre property. 

The first question to be argued 
was over adjournment until Friday, 
in order to allow more stockholders 
to be present. All possible proxies 
had been obtained for Saturday's 
meeting. 

This suggestion was voted down. 
585 to 145. John W. Emery, a for- 
mer police captain of Philadelphia, 
led the faction that wished to post- 
pone the meeting. He declared the 
club worth at least $400,000, and 
insisted that sum could be realized 
if there was a delay in the sale. 

Mr. John R. K. Scott, of Cynwyd, 
upon the other hand, argued for a 
sale, pointing out that the shares, 
costing originally $50 each, would 
return 200 per cent, on the invest- 
ment at the price offered. 

Mr. Evans urged the sale be rati- 
fied at once. David Wallenstein. an 
attorney, represented the purchaser, 
a builder, who plans to cut the track 
up into lots and erect homes on 
them. 

A bid for the track was made to 
the driving club last year by Mr. 
Frank H. Mancill, local realtor, who 
also wanted the racing tract for 
realty development. 

Said President Fleming, Satur- 
day, in his argument against the sale 
of the racing track : 

"The price offered for the prop- 
erty is inadequate. From the pres- 
ent outlook, the club is in good con- 
dition and will be able to carry along 
and pay not only its running ex- 
penses and floating indebtedness 
but as soon as expenses of litiga- 
tion caused by Mr. Evans and his 
associates are paid, create a surplus, 
to be used as the stockholders may 
direct." 

The agreement of sale provides 
that the sum received for the prop- 
erty be a proffer of $175,000 tc 
George Moore converted into a 
trust fund, after all expenses are 
paid, and the remaining amount to 
be distributed among the stock 
holders. 

Mr. Evans denied there was any

"In a Shantung ("■arden," by 
Louise Jordan Miln; here, wit:; 
the description of the wonders of 
a Chinese garden and home is 
woven a lnvc sti>r> of a Chinese 
girl and an American man to- 
gether with the business intrigue 
of several nations; thus giving an 
insight into Chinese life and an- 
other view df the yellow problem. 

"A Passage to India." by K. M. 
Forster. i> a novel presenting a 
keen and sympathetic analysis <>t 
l'nglish ami Indian mind and 
character in the contacts of 
colonial life in India. It is a study 
full of humor and iron)' held to- 
gether by a love interest. 

"|)eep in the Hearts of Men," 
by Mary F. Waller. This is a 
clean, wholesome story likely to 
be popular, a story of the indus- 
trial question of today. Adrien 
Lowers, the principal character in 
the book, strong in his belief in 
his freedom to work anywhere he 
chooses, uncontrolled by unions, 
returns to his father's mill where 
labor is unionized. The book is a 
forceful, vivid story of the strug- 
gle between the labor principles of 
the father and the son. Several 
romances are included in the tale 
and an illuminating description of 
the home life of the miners and 
their families. 

"I'll Show Ynu the Town." 
Alec Deupree. an assistant pro- 
fessor of Latin at Columbia Uni- 
versity, has always been consider- 
ed a "-~afe" companion for women. 
He was always being called upon 
to "show the town" to visitors 
coming from his home town in the 
west. l'>\' various circumstances 
he finds himself bound to look out 
for three women and to "show 
them.. the town." One is a young

New York. The author take his 
hero through many laughable 
situations, also through some 
compromising ones. However, in 
the end he falls in love with the 
right girl — and even the endow- 
ment fund for the college is as- 
sured.

reason for selling the club property 
excepting to protect the stockhold- 
ers. He pointed out that George 
Moore had obtained more than a 
majority of the stock and Mr. 
Moore agreed to sell providing the 
sale plan was ratified by a majority 
of the minority stockholders. 

"Horse racing has not proved 
profitable here," said Mr. Evans. 
"The property of the Belmont 
Driving Club, therefore, was un- 
profitable, and the question of sell- 
ing it was based entirely on this 
situation. The club is not making 
any money now, so why continue an 
unprofitable venture when $300,- 
000 can be realized from it ?''
